A spokesman for the surgeon 


general's office said diamino- 
rliphenylsulfpne (DDS), a drug 
long used in treating leprosy, 
was found in Viet Nam field 
tests to cut in half the number 
of men who are stricken by 
malaria. 


Soldiers who receive the drug 


but still come down with the 
disease should be able to return 
(o duty in two or three weeks, 
instead of the present six to 
eight weeks. Chances of a re- 
lapse should be slashed from 40 
pur cent to 4 per cent. 


Last year 1,801 U.S. troops 


were stricken by malaria with 
(J3.035 man days lost. The latest 
complete monthly figures which 
fluctuate widely show that one 
of every 20 men could expect to 
be stricken during their one 
year tour. 


The drug has been approved 


by the armed forces epidemiolo' 
g'ical board and the Food and 
Drug 
Administration, 
the 


spokesman said. Use of the drug 
by all U.S. troops in danger ar 
cay is expected soon. Stockpiles 
of DDS already are on hand in 
Viet Nam. 


The drug is aimed specifically 


at falciparum, which drugs now 
in use are virtually helpless to 
prevent. Falciparum, a severs 
form of malaria, is restricted to 
the Vietnamese highlands.

America's 
New Hero Is 
Very Shy One

America's newest medal of hon- 
or winner is a shy, quiet 32- 
year-old 1st lieutenant who says 
he didn't know he was being a 
hero during that long night last 
year in South Viet Nam. 


"I had a mission to perform 


— and 
I did it," recalled 


Charles 0. Williams, a wearer 
of he green beret of the Army 
Special Forces. "The thought 
that I was being a hero didn't 
occur to me. I just wanted to 
protect my men." 


Williams took command of his 


detachment 
after 
his com- 


manding officer was wounded 
during a fierce night-long battle 
while a Viet Cong regiment was 
attempting to overrun the spe- 
cial forces outpost at Dong Xoai 
on June 9-10, 1965. 


Despite several wounds, Wil- 


liams directed defense opera- 
tions, stabilized his unit's posi- 
tion and encouraged his troops 
to hold out against the attack- 
ers. At the time, he was execu- 
tive officer of the A detachment, 
5th Special Forces Group. 


He was ordered back to the 


United States last February aft- 
er a year's service in Viet Nam. 


In an exclusive interview in 


advance of being awarded the 
nation's highest honor today by 
President Johnson at a White 
House ceremony, Williams said 


Nam are still with him. 


"I still have some nerve dam- 


age." he said, "and a machine 
gun bullet caught me here" —

HOLLYWOOD (AP)-On Sun- 


day morning, the gentle genius 
of comedy, Ed Wynn, reached 
the end of his years, which were 
a few months short of four- 
score. 


Two generations of entertain- 


ers will pay tribute to "The Per- 
fect Fool" Thursday at Forest 
Lawn, and their homage is well- 
placed. No American star sus- 
tained a longer career and suc- 
ceeded in so many phases o f 
show business. None was more 
universally liked by his fellow 
performers. 


Everyone has his own mem- 


ories of Ed Wynn. I remember 
him first as radio's fire chief, 
his shrill voice spouting gems of 
comic near-hysteria. During the 
war I saw him in a vaudeville 
revue, "Big Time," and the 
rareness of his comic talent was 
more apparent. 


He plodded about the stage in 


huge shoes and outsized cos- 
tumes, pausing now & then to 
spout an inane invention as if it 
had just been revealed to him. 
He weaved through all the acts 
and ended the show with a 
charming bit he often used. 


^Wynn pedaled onstage with 


his own invention, a piano 
mounted on a bicycle. The chat- 
eus e— I believe it was Jane 
Pickens — sat atop the piano 
and sang "Tea for Two" while 
Wynn glided the vehicle about 
the stage in rhythm to the song. 


His early 
television shows 


brought all his comic talents 
into sharp focus. The gentleness 
of his humor was a welcome 
contrast 
to the 
hard-driving 


comics of early TV. 


Wynn was worried when his 


son Keenan talked him into 
taking a dramatic role in the 
film. "Thp rjr«p(- Man." Tn his 
previous half-century before the 
public, he had always relied on 
wild costumes, 
clownish eye- 


brows and huge spectacles. 


"When I saw myself in the 


rushes. I was amazed at how I 
looked," he told me. "I had nev- 
er seen myself as I really was. 
But here was an old guy with a 
bald head and an ugly kisser. 
No wonder I had marriage trou- 
bles!" 


It was one of his rare men- 


tions of his unhappy marriages. 
Like Maurice Chevalier, Sophie 
Tucker and others who failed to 
find happiness in their private 
lives, Ed made a shrine of his 
career. He prided himself in the 
fact that the only show medium 
he had never played was burl- 
esque. 


He was proud, too, that he 


remained in demand during his 
70s.

Much Better

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Richard B. Russell said today 
the U.S. military situation in 
Viet Nam is improving and po- 
litical stability in Saigon is "a 
great deal better than it was six 
weeks ago." 


Russell, chairman of the Sen- 


ate Armed Services Committee, 
said "We are not out of the 
woods yet" but significant mili- 
tary progress is being made 
against the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese. 


"This progress has been made 


despite the tragic handicap of 
political dissension behind the 
lines," the Georgia Democrat 
said. "But I believe that latter 
situation is a great deal better 
than it was six weeks ago." 


Jn other developments relat-

—The Army disclosed it is 


converting 11 World War -II oil 
tankers into floating electrical 
generating plants. When docked 
in Viet Nam, the electricity the 
ships generate will be relayed to 
local power stations. The Army 
said each ship, drawing on its 
own 150,000-barrel oil capacity, 
can produce power around the 
clock for about two years with- 
out refueling.

WASHINGfTON (AP) -The 


Supreme Court gave some his- 
toric decisions in the 1985-66 
term which ended Monday even 
though this was not its most 
spectacular session. 


Its major actions, following 


the liberal direction of a dozen 
years, were in the field of 
rights. 


The court extended and pro- 


tected an individual's 
rights 


against the power and machin- 
ery of government; the right to 
a fair trial; to keep quiet and 
have 'a lawyer in a police sta- 
tion; and to free speech. 


The court not only knocked 


out the poll tax payment as a 
requirement for voting but, in 
upholding sections of the 1965 
Voting Rights Act, opened the 
way for more thousands to vote, 
particularly Negroes. 


In this the court supported 


President Johnson, who called 
for the 1965 law, and Congress 
which passed it. 


Nevertheless, these decisions, 


far-reachine as they were, were 
not as snesational as some oth- 
ers these past 12 years: the ban 
on public school segregation; 
reapportionment of state legis- 
latures; separation of church 
and state by banning compulso- 
ry school prayers. 


Although a majority of five of 


the nine justices usually are 
considered liberal and the other 
four morp conservative, some of 
the decisions looked upon, as 
liberal would have been impos-

ther than ever in protecting a 
person arrested as a crime sus- 
pect — against forced confes- 
sions — by ruling he must be 
told by police he doesn't have to 
answer questions and must be 
given a lawyer if he wants one 
but can't afford one. 


The court then said this strict 


limit on the use of confessions 
at trials applies only to cases 
where the trial began after the 
decision, which was on June 13. 


And the court put a flat re- 


sroneibilitv on trial judges ev- 
erywhere to conduct fair trials 
when f ruled Dr. Samuel Shep- 
nard. who 
horf 
cefved 
nine 


years for the bludgeon-slaying 
of his wife, didn't get one. 


The court said the judge in 


Shepoard's case let newsmen 
turn the trial into a carnival. 


Tn sfill another case the court 


said defense counsel may not 
waive his client's constitutional 
right to plead innocent, to hava 
a trial, and to cross-examine 
witnesses. 


And a ban was put on any 


sentence over six months for 
criminal contempt in federal 
court unless the defendant gets 
a iury trial or waives it. 


Paympnt of a poll tax as a 


prerpueisite for voting in feder- 
al eWions was outlawed hv the 
Constitution's 24th Amendment, 
adopted in 1964. But the court 
banned it in state elections, too. 


It didn't use the 24th Amend- 


ment but the 14th, saying poll 
taxes in state elections violate 
the 14th, which guarantees all 
citizens equal protection under 
law, whenever It makes the "af- 
fluence of the Voter or payment 
of any fee an election stand- 
ard." 


Dipping into the 
obscenity 


field, the court ruled that sexy 
tracts designed to exploit their 
"salacious appeal" may be 
banned from the mails. This 
may have to be explained fur- 
ther. It caused confusion. 


In another case the court 


reaffirmed its opinion that a 
public official cannot collect for 
libel unless he can prove actual 
malice. 


Many more thousands of vot- 


ers can cast a ballot because 
the court approved sections of 
the 1965 Voting Rights Act 
giving Congress the right to sus- 
pend state literacy tests and 
similar voting qualifications and 
t oauUhofize the attorney gener- 
al to appoint federal examiners 
to authorize the attorney gener- 
various parts of the country.

a drafting job because "his 
lettering was terrible." Re- 
jected here, he found the job 
in a then one-man lab for the 
firm that eventually grew to a 
billion-dollar giant. 


Throughput the years Drew 


says he h i r e d many young 
men w i t h o u t degrees in 
physics or sciences or tech- 
nical training because they 
asked for lab jobs or were dis- 
contented in the work thej 
were doing. 


This discontent is important 


in innovating or inventing, he 
feels, or in w h a t he calls 
r o u g h-and-tumble research. 
The other level of research 
and development, he admits, 
needs highly trained scientific 
handling. But he jabs tongue- 
in-cheek at Ph. D.s for being 
"competent but too cautious." 


"Inventing is like cooking," 


Drew firmly believes, "and 
this is why it can't be limited 
to those who know all the 
theorems in books." 


Homemakers, for example, 


are 
potential inventors be- 
' 


cause they are always chang- 
ing things around the house 
.. . adding and subtracting in- 
gredients or putting them to- 
gether in a different way. And 
this to him is inventing. 


Is t h e r e a difference be- 


tween the dreamer and the in- 
ventor? 
Drew says, "Yes, 


there is." 


The dreamer, he says, really 


may not like to work and 
never works out the technical- 
ity of his ideas. The inventor 
follows through. 


With all the emphasis on 


electronic computers, Drew is 
happy that many firms now 
set up classes for employes to 
work on creative problems. 
He definitely feels that cre- 
ativity can be encouraged. 
Psychologists must think so 
too because they have inter- 
viewed him (and others) as 
part of studies attempting to 
identify the creative potential 
in an individual. 


In his own mind he feels 


parents can encourage invent- 
iveness and creativity through 
permissiveness. "This has to 
be controlled. I don't mean 
letting a child set fire to the 
house." 


Parents encourage a child 


to experiment, ;ie says, by not 
saying "no" to a project be- 
cause it means cleaning up 
afterwards. They discourage 
inventiveness by overprotect- 
ing a child because of fear. 


"We all need to live a little 


dangerously to come up with 
something new," he believes.
